As may well be imagined, there were 
numerous Democratic papers to take up 
the cry, and however much Mr. Langley 
might deny the charges, his personal 
enemies and these papers persisted in 
their accusations. 

Finally Mr. Langley chased the liar to 
his lair, and, most commendably, insti- 
tuted suit against him for damages.

welfare of the American people. It 
proposes to establish beyond the possi- 
bility of a doubt that the privileges and 
Immunities Incident to American citizen- 
ship are reserved for the exclusive use 
and enjoyment of American citizens 
that Americans monopolise America. 

It is a legislative mechanism, the use 
of which is to discriminate as between 
the producing citizen and the non-pro- 
duciug citizen ; an industrial winnow- 
ing machine, through the action of 
which the drones are separated from the 
workers in our hive of industry.

For 
Free-trade, as between either Nations or 
individuals, can only inure to the bene- 
fit of the indolent, the Improvident, the 
impotent, and the Impecunious; while 
as between Nations or persons, the "Pro- 
tective principle" will prevail on the 
part of those the volume of whose pro- 
ducts is in excess of the volume of their 
consumption, a condition that results in 
an accumulation of the unconsumed 
products known as a surplus. 

It will, therefore, be seen that "the 
purpose of a Protective Tariff is to" pre- 
the non-producer from thrusting 
his uninvited hand into the pocket of 
the producer In search of ducats that he 
is himself too lazy to earn at any 
honest labor; and not "to transfer 
money from one man's pocket to an- 
other man's pocket," as the gentleman 
has so feelingly and so vigorously put It;
